ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WEARE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


A total of twenty-one alarms were answered by the 
department during 19388, classified as follows: 
11 Chimney 
4 Building 
4 Brush 
1 Rubbish 
1 Automobile 

The fire record for 1938 is better by far than for several 
years past. Fewer alarms were answered and the loss 
of property was much lower. Insurance adjustments on 
building fires for the year totaled about $750. 

Twelve monthly meetings were held, and several drills 
were also held by the companies. We have added to our 
equipment, 100 feet of booster hose; 250 feet of 114 inch 
discharge hose; 20 feet of suction hose; pike poles; sirens; 
lanterns; rubber coats; and other tools. 

Several water holes were added in outlying sections: 
2 at Sugar Hill; 2 at South Weare; 1 at Fessenden’s; and 
1 at Bog Hill. The dams at Weare Center and Riverdale 
were restored. A fire station at East Weare is under 
construction. 

We were fortunate in having no fires as a result from 
the flood and hurricane. This coming spring, the forest 
fire hazard will be very serious. The slash and blow- 
downs of pine timber form a most difficult problem of fire 
fighting. We are making all efforts to combat this condi- 
tion with men and equipment. 

The river at North and East Weare is at present of no 
value to us as a source of water supply. The mill ponds 
and bridges swept away by the flood make it impossible 
to get pumping engines close enough to the water for 
suction. This condition should be remedied, if possible, 
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and water holes at vantage points would give added pro- 
tection. 

We hope to better our service this coming year and 
know that we will have the splendid co-operation we have 
received in the past.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Weare: 


With the close of last school year, Helen Schellenberg, 
teacher of Home Economics, terminated her splendid 
work here for a position in Reading, Massachusetts. This 
was a very substantial and merited advance. As her suc- 
cessor, Miss Ruth Smith was elected. Miss Smith was 
eraduated from New Hampshire University last June with 
a major in Home EHKeconomies. 

In the high school building this year, for financial 
reasons, there are four teachers, one less than previously. 
The total enrollment in the high school this year has been 
fifty-nine. In junior high, there have been thirty-six 
different pupils. <A total of ninety-five. This would not 
seem too large a group for four teachers. But it should 
be remembered that there are six different groups—by 
grades. The agricultural work requires three hours daily 
of Mr. Barton’s time. Home Economies requires twelve 
hours weekly of Miss Smith’s teaching time. The chief 
difficulty arises from the necessity of combining groups. 
In junior high, grades seven and eight are combined in 
English, in mathematics, and in Social Science. Obviously 
in this case — there are two obstacles, one is the size of 
the combined groups of grade seven and eight (36 pupils), 
another, the fact that since materials are graded, a large 
part of the group is working either above or below where 
they belong in grade material. In high school — grades 
eleven and twelve — are combined in English, a most 
unsatisfactory arrangement. Geometry is not offered this 
year, although there were those who wanted it. General 
Science was eliminated, one of the newer but interesting 
and useful subjects. During class periods, there have to 
be a number of study pupils in the same room. If these 
ninety-six pupils were all high school — or all junior high 
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school, with four high school classes, or two groups in 
junior high, the problem would be much simpler than at 
present. However, the teachers are doing the best they 
can in order to secure the best work they can.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Record of the annual examination and follow-up work 
in the Weare schools from September, 1937, the beginning 
of the school year, to the fall of 1938. 

About 240 pupils were weighed and measured, teeth 
and tonsils were examined, eyes were tested for defective 
vision and attention was given to any orthopedic defects 
such as spinal curvature, poor posture, etc. 

Dr. Fraser gave a thorough physical examination to all 
who wished to play basketball in the high school. The 
heart, lungs and abdomen were given special attention 
and the blood pressure was taken on all. The doctor 
advised two not to play and allowed six to play as sub- 
stitutes.
